said Principal Hammond. 
“They al*o 
provide for the forming of a county 
or union, or joint district Junior Col­ 
lege, in case a community may wish 
it.

Junior colleges in the state, with a 
prospect of several more next year, 
inasmuch as the movement is proving 
a success in all ways and it» being en­ 
couraged by the universities.
